Taking in addition the num 
ber o f dialects ho used, some so diverse 
from the mother tong ue as to constitute 
a different lang uag e. Dr. Russell says 
that the cardinal was master o f no less 
than 
1 1 1 different lang uag es and din 
lects. 
His German was so excellent that he 
was taken for a native o f Germany, 
while his French and Eng lish were 
equally pnre. 
Dr. Tholuek heard him 
converse in German, Arabic, Spanish, 
Flem ish, Eng lish, Latin, Greek. S w e­ 
dish and Portug uese, at one of the 
pope's receptions, and afterward Mezzo- 
faun g ave him a poem in Persian and 
left him to take a lesson in Cornish. 11a 
knew several of the American Indian 
lang uag es and nearly all the dialects 
of India 
In spite of all these attainments, ho w ­ 
ever, he was a very dnll man, and him ­ 
self said that lie had 20 words for one 
idea.

m entably brief

to pass ov er such a huge ev ent as the 
creation of a w orld in a few' lines 
That 
was a big story from a newspaper poiut 
of v iew , 
and all 
thoughtful 
persons 
m ust acknow ledge that Moses did not 
take adv antage of Ijis opportunity . 
A ccepting the M osaic account, IX Q 
S. Hunt, a learned writer on the •)’ Ha. 
ical history of the globe, supplies 
Moses left out. and in so doing he giv es 
a v ery good reason for the presence of 
the salt in the sea. 
H av ing arriv ed at 
the point of M oses’ meager narrativ e 
w here the earth w as in a m olten state 
and surrounded by an env elope of gases 
aud of water v apor. Or Hunt say s; 
"The earb ou afo. chloride* and s u l­ 
phate* (ch em ical com bination* of car 
bon, chlorine and sulphur w ith ox y gen ) 
were changed into silicates 
The car­ 
bon, chlorine and sulphur, being thus 
freed from the ox y gen separated m th# 
form of acid gas« * 
These, w ith n itr o ­ 
gen, v apor of w ater and u probable e x ­ 
cess of ox y gen, form ed the atm osphere, 
which was v ery dense (and also v erv 
u n h ealth y ). 
"T he surface of the earth was cov er 
ed w ith lum ps of m olten rock ( probably 
resem bling furnace slag). The depressed 
parts of the surface were filled w ith 
highly heated solu tion s of hy drochloric 
and sulphuric acids, w hich ale in to the 
•urface and decom posed it. 
In th is w ay 
the silicates w ere changed to pure silica, 
taking the form of quartz as the atm os­ 
phere cooled, ami the condensation of 
the v aporous atm osphere produced sea 
water, holding in solutiou salts of sodi 
urn, calcium , m agnesium and am m on i­ 
um. 
The atm osphere, thus freed of its 
nox ious elem en ts, became pure and tit 
for m an." 
It is therefore ev ident that the sea 
has been >ulty from the creation of the 
world. 
The salt does not come, as is 
generally supposed, from friction of the 
w afer against salt "rocks" in the bed 
of the ocean 
T his, then, answers the 
first question 
W here did the salt com e 
from? 
The second question is pretty 
w ell answ ered by Mr. G W. 
L ittle 
halt's in A p p leton's 
Popular 
Science 
M onthly 
"It seem s," he say s, "that the « ea 
was made salt in the beginning as a 
part of the grand design of the Creator 
to prov ide for the sy stem of ev olution 
w hich has been goin g on since the crea 
tion. 
Many d istin ct species of liv in g 
organism s ex ist in the s« a as a result of 
its salin ity 
and their rem ains 
hav e 
largely contributed to the growth of con ­ 
tinents. " 
The m inute creatures that hav e liv ed 
in the sea for ages past hav e left ondur 
m g m onum ents in the shape of islands, 
rix 'ks aud continents. 
If the sen had not 
been salty , these m arine anim als could 
not hav e ex isted aud secreted the hard 
substance know n as a "calcareous skele 
ton," which has largely contributed to 
the growth of continents. 
Am ong these 
earlj inhabitants of the sea were coral*. 
criu< ids, sea urchins and starfishes. 
The saltin ess of the sea has also m uch 
to do w ith the ocean currents, w hich 
d istribute the heat of the tropics ov er 
the colder region- of the earth Current* 
are largely due to the difference be 
tween the specific grav ity of sea w ater 
and the fresh w ater of rains 
Thus, 
w hen raiu falls on a certain part of the 
ocean, the effort of the heav ier salt w a 
ter of the ocean to establish an eq u ilib ­ 
rium causes a curreut, — Mew
